Anti.German Riots Cease in England 


Following Government Orders.— 


Are Hard to Enforce. 


London, June 19.—With the 
Gov- 
ernment's announcement that enemy 
aliens in Great Britain would be eith- 
er interned or repatriated, all 
anti- 
Gorman rioting stopped and the fickle 
public utter.tion turned itself to other 
iraters. With the public clamor thus 
sidetracked, the government likewise

matters,

ASSEMBLY APPROVES 


OPTIONAL TAXATION 


OF BANK INCOMES 


Bill is Sent to Engrossment After a 


Discussion. Friday Afternoon— 


To Reconsider Stemper Bill.

Madison, Wis., June 19.—The op- 


tional taxation of income of banks, 
either directly or by the income tax, 
was favored in the assembly when by 
a vote of 22 to 42 yesterday afternoon 
the bill on this subject was sent to 
engrossment. 
The bill provides that 


in case a bank elects to come under 
the income tax law it shall pay an in- 
come tax of 10 per cent. 
The bill 


was opposed by Assemblyman Vint, 
who claimed it -would make a differ- 
ence of $140,000 in favor of banks in 
Milwaukee, and 
Crosby 
of 
Clark 


county: 
It was championed by As- 
semblyman Ofstie and others. 
The Stemper bill on liquor licenses 
will come up for reconsideration in 
the assembly next Tuesday, on mo- 
tion of Assemblyman Axel Johnson of 
Polk county. The senate amendment 
was concurred in by the assembly, 48 
to vO. Johnson sought to have it laid 
over until next Thursday, but Vint 
said this would not give sufficient 
time for the signing and publication 
of the bill before the granting of new 
licenses at-the end. of this month. 
The assembly reconsidered and sent 
back to committee the Martin bill re- 
pealing the law which makes gross 
negligence the only defense in grade 
crossing accidents, and took the same 
action on the Senator Hanson bill 
providing there shall be no lapse in 
the contracts of public utilities for the 
furnishing of service 
The Bennett bill to prohibit the uni- 
versity clinic in Madison to give med- 
ical service to citizens of the state 
other than students, was killed in the 
assembly by a vote of 43 to 28. As- 
semblyman Carl Hansen said the bill 
•was urged by certain Madison physi- 
cians in an attempt to build up a 
doctors' "trust." He charged these 
doctors were the most active lobby- 
ists on the scene this year. 
Assem- 
blyman Crosby opposed the bill on 
the ground, he said, that the public 
purchased the clinic's apparatus and 
paid the salaries and should be en- 
titled to consult the clinic without in- 
terference by any 
local phvsicians. 
Assemblyman Kent read a letter from 
physicians at Marquette university 
opposing the bill on ethical principles. 
The bill was championed by Assem- 
blyman Donnelly of Milwaukee, who 
said he did not believe citizens should 
have the right to consult the clinic 
except upon the advice of physicians 
handling their cases. 
The assembly concurred in the Fair- 
child bill allowing non-profit clubs to 
regain licenses withheld under the 
Baker law ruling, with a provision 
that the law's limit shall not be ex- 
ceeded.

Kansas City, June 19.—Thunder 
storms prevailed over 
Kansas and 
this section today, causing fearsi of 
floods. All Kansas streams are at a 
dangerous stage and heavy precipita- 
tions would be disastrous. The Kan- 
sas river here 
measured nineteen 
feet and six inches at nine o'clock this 
morning, a rise of one foot six inches 
since yesterday 
Ait Topeka the "same 
condition exists and' great fears are 
felt there. Delayed reports from the 
scene of Thursday night's storm in 
Missouri, Kansas and Oklahoma con- 
tinued to tell of property damage and 
narrow escapes from small tornadoes, 
but the death list did not increase, 
and is still at nineteen. 


Issues Flood Warning. 
The government weather bureau to- 
day issued a warning to residents of 
the east and west bottoms of Kansas 
City to move immediately from the 
first to the second floor of their 
dwellings and be prepared for a flood. 
The tributaries in the section of the 
city adjoining the banks of the Kan- 
sas and Missouri rivers, because of 
recent rains, are rising rapidly. 
Most of the foreign laborers em- 
ployed at the packing houses live .in 
the west bottoms. 
The district also 
contains many of the big wholesale 
houses and this morning hundreds of 
clerks were engaged in carrying goods 
from the basement and first floor to 
higher stories.

Administration Measure Killed by A 


Vote of 49 to 42 After A Stormy 


Session—Reconsideration on 


Tuesday.

Madison, June 19.—By a vote of 49 
to 42 the assembly on Friday killed 
the administration bill on;tbe tax com- 
mission. The bill was saved for the 
present, however, by Assemblyman 
Jiverett who moved for a reconsidera- 
tion which will take place next Tues- 
day. 


Vote Is A Surprise. 
The vote came after a debate that 
lasted well through' the morning, into 
the afternoon, and after a call of the 
house had 'been taken. The result 
came as a, surprise, for the sentiment 
of the assembly seemed to^e in 
favor of the bill. In fact there were 
only a few who had the hardihood to 
oppose it on the floor. One of these 
was Carl Minkley, the socialist from 
Milwaukee, who with his followers, 
has • been against any 
administration 
plan whatsoever.. Another was Axel 
Johnson, who calls himself an inde- 
pendent, 'but who has not failed to op- 
pose every 
administration 
measure 
except 
certain 
consolidation ' bills, 
which were similar to one introduced 
by him at the last legislature. 
Assemblyman Everett said in ad- 
dressing the opponents of the meas- 
ure: "You don't vote on a measure on 
its merits; you vote after you have 
found out whethr the administration 
is for or against it. Do you think we 
who are favoring this bill are a bunch 
of dishonest rascals, who are trying to 
put something over? 
if there ever 
was a bill that the farmers of this 
state want it is this one." 
Those, who voiced the same senti- 
ment and at the same time nailed 
their arguments with concrete facts 
were Assemblymen Hansoa, Bradley, 
Moran and Blliugson. They cited ex- 
ample after example to show the un- 
fairness of the .present system where 
an assessor <s sent into a county to 
equalize asse: sments, knowing nothing 
at all about 
l.he conditions that ob- 
tain in that particular county. They 
showed many instances 
of where 
farms had been overvalued as the re- 
sult and the owners made to pay an 
unjust tax. They declared with vigor 
that the bill was not an attack on the 
income tax. 


Ultras Defeat Measure. 
Those, who oppose the bill, con- 
tented themselves for the most part in 
declaring that it would not lower tax- 
es. It was quite 
evident, however 
that the principal 
argument 
that 
caused many to vote against the bill 
was the campaign carried on by the 
"ultras" of the state, together with 
the fact that resolutions against it 
have been adopted t>y 'different or- 
ganizations in the state. It-is alleged 
that these'resolutions must ha-ve ve- 
emanated from either an ultra-pro- 
gressive or socialistic source. 
Friends of the bill claim that it will 
give the people of the state a chance 
to hold the governor at least partially 
responsible for the act of the tax com- 
mission and that it is' a part of the 
efficiency and economy program on 
which the present administration was 
•elected.

TECT DREADNAUGHTS FROM 


SUBMARINES, SAYS

LAUNCH DREADNAUGHT 


Work Will B» Started Immediately 


on "California," First Battleship 


to Be Equipped With Elec- 


tric Propulsion. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PKESB.] 


New York, June 19.—That the navy 
department experts are now experi- 
menting with a device by which it is 
hoped to 
protect future American 
dreadnoughts against 
submarine at- 
tacks, were revealed here today by 
Secretary Daniels by a speech at the 
launching of the battleship Arizona at 
the Brooklyn navy yards. 
After describing the work done on 
three or five dreadnaughts, authorized 
by the navy by the last congress, the 
secretary said: 
"The experts are at present consid- 
ering the best general type for the 
two 
remaining 
authorized 
dread- 
naughts, while experiments are being 
made with a view to their protection 
against submarine torpedoes, 
which 
have proved so deadly in the Euro- 
pean war. 


To Work on California. 
"As soon as the Arizona leaves the 
ways, we will begin here actual con- 
struction work upon the California, 
much of the material for which baa 
already been contracted for, and whicu 
will be equipped with electric propul- 
sion, being the first of the modern 
dreadnaughts of any country to utilize 
this recently tested and 
successful 
new motor power, which promises t«> 
be a revolutionary invention. 
It it 
estimated, that by its use the oil burn- 
Ing California steaming at 
twelve 
knots will be able to steam for eleven 
days longer than a coal-burning dread- 
naught, and that during that time 
she could go more than 3,000 miles 
further. This contemplates her using 
only her normal bunker supply, but 
with her emergency bunkers full, she 
could steam an additional 5,000 miles 
further. In other words, the Califor- 
nia will be able to steam about twice 
as far as the Wyoming " 
The secretary said that the "back- 
bone" of the navy is still the power- 
ful dreadnaught, but declared 
the 
navy. was. keeping, abreast, of progress 
in the building of the submarines and 
destroyers.

Gooseberry 
Marmalade — Make a 


.proportion of two-thirds 
goosebery 


ries to one-third pulp, adding a little 
over a pint of' water to a pound of 
fruit; cook until soft. 
Put through 


sieve, and to each pound o£ fruit add 
one and one-fourth pounds 
granu- 


lated sugar 
Cook until thick, skim- 
ming when necessary. 
Put in Jelly 
glasses. In making this marmalade,

Currant 
Marmalade — After hav- 
ing washed and drained the desired 
quantity of currants and • taken off 
the stems, cook and mash.

Arthur Doe, a son of General JOB 
B. Doe, a former Janesville resident; 
who served for some months ln; the 
army of the allies in France as a 
driver of an ambulance, has Just re- 
turned from Europe with his father 
and has many strange adventures to 
relate. -Mr. Doe Is a university grad- 
uate, and when the war broke out 
was in England at Oxford, a Rhodes 
scholarship student.
